Soas, Dies At His Hone 

In Stanford. 

Judge George Mosby Davidson died 
at bis bmne in Stanford on last Wed- 
nesday morning and his remains, after 
funeral services at the Methodist 
church, of whidi he bad long been a 
member, were placed at loot ia the 
Stanford cemetery. 

Judge Davison was taken seriously 
11 at Silver Creek, where he had for 
some time been on duty as a U. S. 
storekeeper and gauger. and Ms esadi- 
tion becoming alarming, he was taken 
home, arriving there in an unconscious 
c o a d i tieB sa Tmmt^ aft s H issa . ladge 
Davison was 57 yaait if IgS at the 
time of his death. 

Jadgo DavissB was a aaiqne 
figure in politics of the Eight 
Congressional district, an uncomprom- 
iaiagoidlfaM lepabHean. be held the 
distinction of being the only republican 
ever elected to Congress from the dis- 
trict, hokaving defeated Hon. John B. 
Thompson of Harrodsburg in 1896. 
There was never a political gathering 
of any monent in the district but what 
Mr. Davison was to be found in the 
forefront fighting for the principles of 
lus party. His last political act was as 
an elector, espousing the cause of Pres- 
ident Taft, and went down in defeat, 
though fighting gamely for that princi- 
ple which be espoused. Mr. Davison 
was a man of tiie highest integrity, 
and had a host of friends in the state, 
irrespective of party affiliation. He 
bad bdd aMay oflisso of dbtiaetioa, in- 
cluding that of County Judge, at the 
hands of his home people, and they 
loved bm for his SMayasMe tnita of 
character. He also served as Assist- 
ant District Attorney for the Eastern 
Distrietof Keatadky. Jadga Davison 
in survived by two brothers. Dr. R. L. 
Davison and Thomas Davison, and two 
Mia. J. C IMmbm aai Miss

Ben Embry, who with five other neg- 
roea, waa a e c nac d <rf the nMuder of 

Deputy SheriflT George Hart near 
Winchester on the 24th day of Nov- 
ember, was killed by datoetivo Mosby 
of Roanoke Va. at Dante Va. on Dec. 
16th. The detective surprised Embry 
in a boarding house in Dante, and 
covering him with bis revolver cuman- 
ed him to throw up his hands, whidibe 
did; the officer then proceeded to search 
him, and when be attempted to take a 
b at tl e from Bmbry's Mppodiet. Bnribry 
grasped his hand which held the pistol 
in both of his hands and a terrific life and 
deatt alinggl o began, aadi striving to 
overpower the other and avoid the 
death which was inevitable to the loser. 
The battle lasted five minutes when the 
officer, still in Embry's grasp found his 
revolver against the negroes breast and 
pulled the trigger; still his holdwasnot 
broken and presently another 
opportunity presented itself and Mosby 
sent another bullet crashing through 
Embry-a head tbe last shot kilUi« Uul 
The body waa brought to Windkeater. 
where it was positively identified. A 
tel^pram was sent to Middlesboro to 
his taOmr Vrmak Bmbiy to know what 
disposition should be made of the body; 
the reply came collect and was 
unaeeompanied by any funds and raad 
"Send Ben Embry to Lancaster and 
bury him", signed "Frank Embiy". 
As the offlesia of daric esUy wars 
unwilling to incur any expense in the 
matter and no funds were available, 
Embry's body waa boried in the Putters 
field in Wineheatsr on laat Tharsday 
afternoon.
